And while West Chester's guerrillas bring 
lawn chairs to watch their movies under the stars (weather 
permitting), other groups maintain the drive-in tradition of 
watching from inside their cars. Audio is heard through each

Guerrilla drive-ins turn 
nostalgia on its head

PHILADELPHIA Think the only way to see a 
big- screen movie is while slurping a 640Z. 
soft drink, eating a $5 candy bar and shush- 
ing the wannabe film critic behind yon? 

That's not the case anymore, thanks to 
people like John Young, creator of the West 
Chester Guerilla Drive-In and part of a 
loosely knit network of celluloid renegades 
resurrecting the drive-in for a new age, 
“Nowadays, you push a button and a 
movie appears,” he said. “There's fun in the 
inconvenience of having to get off the couch 
and go somewhere you might not be familiar 
with, maybe getting rained on, maybe being 
cold. It makes it an adventure ” 

For the past lour years or so, the 38- 
year-old Web developer has been showing 
films— real i6mm film— from a 1970s school 
projector mounted on the sidecar of his 1977 
BMW motorcycle. 

He has presented more than a dozen 


movies at locations suited for the theme: 
“Meatballs” at a canoe rental center, 
"Caddyshack” on a golf course, and most 
recently, “Ghostbustcrs” at Fort Mifflin, a 
favorite haunt of paranormal investigators. 

It's not exactly an evening at the local 
multiplex— and that's the point. 

“What a great idea. What a great way 
to see a movie,” said Jim Haighcy, of West 
Chester, o ne of more than 60 people watch- 
ing “Ghostbu sters” projected in front of the 
fort’s zn-ycar-old Citadel. Eager movie-goers 
had to first find a hidden AM receiver in West 
Chester transmitting a secret code be lore 


being e-mailed the location of the movie. 

Whatever the arrangement, guerrilla 
drive-ins give new meaning to the phrase 
“community theater.” People can get up, 
walk around and socialize during the show 
if they wish, with some MobMovs raking on 
the feel of tailgate parties. 

And though they re decidedly DIY-style T aJl 
aspiring MobMovcrs arc urged to keep it legal 
and secure required approvals from property 
owners and film distributors, who charge 
roughly S150 to $300 fora shoving. Guerrilla 
drive-ins are typically free, with attendees 1 
donations used to offset the expenses.

Wedding dress. Budget. Venues. Budget. 
Invitations. Budget. Flowers. Budget. 

That’s what’s floating around in Amy Morse’s 
mind these days, nine months into her engage- 
ment. Though she’s trying to be practical, 
Morse, 24, says there’s still a little part of her 
that wishes she could have the lavish wedding 
she dreamed of as a little girl. 

Though Morse’s $35,000 budget is still higher 
than the average Chicago wedding, the Lincoln 
Park resident says she feels like she’s making 
some sacrifices so that she and her fiance, Jon 
D’Souza, 24, can save for their life together. 

“I wanted to have the nice dress,” Morse said. 
“I wanted it to be an affair. ... Sure, if I had all 
the money in the world, I’d love to spend all my 
money there.” 


So long, ice sculptures, platinum parting gifts 
and stretch Hummers. Hello, DIY bouquets, 
consignment dresses and iPod DJs. 

In the current recession, more and more 
couples such as Morse and D’Souza are ditching 
their dreams, slashing budgets and scaling back 
plans. The expected cost of a Chicago wedding 
is down 6.5 percent to $22,642 for 2009, accord- 
ing to The Wedding Report, a Tucson, Ariz.- 
based wedding research company According to 
a survey in January by wedding retailer David’s 
Bridal, 75 percent of brides-to-be said they are 
shaving their wedding budgets, with a quarter 
cutting their budgets in half. 

Weddings big and small seem to be on a 
downward trend. Last year, the number of 
Chicago weddings performed by Cook County 
Circuit Court judges dipped to 10,510 from 
11,434 i n 2005. 


Robyn Bruns, owner of locally based Red 
Letter Event Planning, noted that a growing 
number of her clients are postponing their 
nuptials. “They’re kind of saving up for 2010, 
essentially,” she said. 

But for some lucky couples, a contest entry 
could be the ticket to making the dream wed- 
ding a reality Us Weekly and weddingchannel. 
com are holding their second annual Dream 
Wedding contest, receiving thousands of sub- 
missions from couples across the country 

“Weddingchannel.com hopes to provide 
the winning couple with what their version 
of a dream wedding is,” said Charli Penn, 
weddingchannel.com’s managing editor. 
“Whatever it is, we hope to make their vision 
of a dream wedding come true.” 

Usmagazine.com began taking votes Friday 
for the favorite of 10 final couples, each with 


their own compelling stories. The bride of last 
year’s winning couple, a cancer survivor, was 
told she had a year to live. 

For the bride and groom, their $100,000 
dream wedding was what they called a “cele- 
bration of life” with 150 guests at a Hollywood, 
Fla., beach resort. The same vendors who have 
worked with Tom Cruise and Katie Holmes as 
well as Ashton Kutcher and Demi Moore also 
were behind making this dream wedding come 
true. 

Yet for the many who haven’t won dream- 
wedding contests, creativity goes a long way 
toward saving money 

As a cost-cutting measure, Lisa Stecher and 
Eric Brislane, of Harwood Heights, decided to 
get hitched in Savannah, Ga., where they once 
vacationed and jokingly talked about getting 
married.

Angeles Liu, 33, of 
Uptown, had her eye on 
customized wedding 
invitations. But with a 
sticker price of $2,000, 
she decided to make 
her own invitations 
utilizing her calligraphy 
skills. The project 
cost $200, which she 
spent on postage and 
stationery from a paper 
wholesaler. “If you 
could do it yourself, you 
could save yourself a 
lot of money,” she said. 
“It’s just a pain in the 
rear end to do it.” 


An enterprising 
AP reporter wrote 
about cutting down 
photography costs by 
signing up for a pro 
flickr.com account 
at $24.95 and asking 
guests, many of whom 
would bring cameras 
anyway, to upload 
the pictures they 
took. They later used 
blurb.com to design 
a personalized album, 
which start at $59.95. 


Liu created custom- 
made centerpieces for 
her recent reception. 
She bought candles 
and vases from Linens- 
N-Things when the 
store held its going- 
out-of-business sales 
and rose petals in bulk 
online. 


Forget the band: 
Because Mark Thame, 
37, of Bronzeville, 
has his own sound 
equipment, he plans on 
using his iPod to be his 
DJ at his June wedding. 


Though Beth Dalton’s 
service as a wedding 
planner reduces stress 
for the happy couples 
she works for, she says 
“planning weddings 
[on your own] is a good 
way to cut back and 
pinch pennies.”

With money as a key factor in their wedding 
plans, the couple looked for alternatives to big, 
expensive affairs, Stecher said. 

Destination weddings are growing in popu- 
larity because couples assume fewer guests will 
make the trip, said Beth Dalton, a South Loop 
wedding planner who organizes ceremonies in 
Chicago and Cabo San Lucas, Mexico. According 
to theknot.com, one in five couples planned an 
out-of-town wedding in 2008. 

“Not only does it cut back on the number of 
people who attend, but Chicago is a very expen- 
sive city,” Dalton said. “Whether it’s location, 
fees, food and beverage prices —with destination 
weddings, you tend to get the better {deal}.” 

According to a 2008 survey by theknot.com, 


Chicago is one of the 10 most expensive cities 
in which to wed. 

For Stecher, 33, and Brislane, 39, an out-of- 
town wedding means a small ceremony with 40 
guests. Even after factoring in travel expenses 
for themselves and six days of accommoda- 
tions for their guests (which the couple is cover- 
ing), the tab came to about $8,000— a fifth of 
what a Chicago wedding with about 200 guests 
would’ve cost them, Stecher said. Even eight 
years later, Stecher says she still remembers how 
stressed out her sister was at her wedding, where 
Stecher served as maid of honor. 

“I saw the stress and headaches and all the 
money they were pulling out of their 40i(k)s,” 
Stecher said. “I knew the happiest day of my life 


didn’t need to be that stressful.” 

Kate McVey, 30, says she doesn’t understand 
why her friends make such a big deal about the 
dream wedding. 

“I have girlfriends who have envisioned their 
weddings since they were 2,” she said. “I had a 
girlfriend who freaked out about chair covers. 
But are chair covers going to make your mar- 
riage work?” 

Even though McVey, a Bronzeville resident, 
hopes to squeeze her wedding next year into a 
$12,000 budget, she said the dream is alive and 
well. 

“This is my dream wedding because of who 
Em marrying, not how much I spend,” she said.

Boy, 5, completes 
kindergarten a year after 
being shot, paralyzed

In his white tuxedo and gold graduation cap, 
5-year-old Martrell Stevens was determined 
Tuesday to walk across the stage alone. On this 
day, his kindergarten graduation, a teacher’s 
support in getting from his wheelchair to a 
walker was all the help he would accept. 

As he stood on the stage of Jane A. Neil 
Elementary School on the South Side, a huge 
smile spread across his face as he hammed and 
posed and the crowd cheered. 

It was this determination that marked 
Martrell’s year-long journey of recovery He 
was shot last year in his lung, leaving him with 
bullet fragments around his spine and paralyz- 
ing both legs — another unintended victim of a 
gunman’s wrath. 

In the aftermath, he was like a baby, need- 
ing to relearn tasks such as tying his shoes, 
his mother, LaKeesha Rucker said. The rehab 
was painful and frustrating, but once Martrell 
understood that his caregivers were there to 
help, he got with the program. 

“He doesn’t want you to help him out with 
nothing. Martrell is very independent. He wants 
to do everything on his own,” Rucker said. 

“He’s been practicing walking for several 
months ... since April.” 

Rucker remembers the first time she saw 
him walk at the Rehabilitation Institute of 
Chicago. 

“I cried like a baby He walked from one end 
of the hallway to the next end of the hallway,” 
she said. 

Tears rolled down Rucker’s face again as 
Martrell slowly inched across the stage in a 
wheeled walker with a smile across his face. 

Martrell was shot on May 23, 2008 in the 
6400 block of South Bishop Street. He was 
asleep in the front passenger seat of Rucker’s 
car. Rucker was putting her two other young 
children in her truck with the help of a 10 -year- 
old nephew, after the family made arrangements 
for her daughter’s, Kamisha, i-year-old birthday 


party at her mother’s home. 

Rucker heard a gunman yelling across the 
street at her brother-in-law, Marcus Easton, 
about whether he sold marijuana. The gunman 
charged halfway across the street and started 
shooting at Easton. 

When he heard Rucker scream inside her 
truck with the children, he opened fire on her. 
She told her nephew to jump in the car and sped 
off down the street to her sister’s house with 


one car door still open. Rucker saw that none 
of the children had been harmed, except for 
Martrell. Blood was coming out of his mouth. 

“He was {asleep} at the time. He didn’t even 
know he was shot,” Rucker said. 

Police News Affairs Officer Michael 
Fitzpatrick said no charges have been filed and 
Rucker said witnesses have not cooperated with 
police about identifying the gunman. 

“If you went through something like this, you 


would want someone to tell, to get the guy, for 
justice to be served, because if we continue let- 
ting this happen— no cooperation, of you being 
scared to talk— then we’re going to continue 
burying our kids,” she said. 

But on Tuesday, Martrell had a lot to look for- 
ward to including playing football, basketball, 
baseball and soccer. His most immediate goal, 
besides learning to walk again, he said, was: “To 
be smart in the 1st grade.”

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CPS officials announce shake-up 


New Chicago Public Schools CEO Ron 
Huberman on Tuesday unveiled a new top-level 
team, the first step in a districtwide reorganiza- 
tion that’s expected to soon be accompanied by 
layoffs in the central office. 

Up to 1,000 jobs are expected to be cut from 
district headquarters in the coming weeks, 
a source said. The district is hoping to save 
$100 million from the cuts and reorganization. 

The 16 new administrators announced Tuesday 
will be charged with assessing the district’s myriad 
departments and coming up with ways to stream- 


line. 

The shake-up is styled as the start of a larger 
reorganization planned for the coming months. 
Huberman is expected to trim staff and programs 
in an effort to bridge a massive budget hole at the 
nation’s third-largest school district. 

The new members of the team are heavy on 
business background, many with management 
and consulting experience as well as MBAs. Many 
began serving in their new roles weeks ago. Four 
of those selected served at the Chicago Transit 
Authority when Huberman led that agency 


Only two positions are new: chief performance 
officer and deputy for performance manage- 
ment technology New performance chief Sarah 
Kremsner was brought over from the CTA. 

Some of the jobs will require approval from 
the Board of Education, such as Michael Shields, 
a former deputy superintendent at the Chicago 
Police Department, who replaced Andres Durbak 
as the district’s safety and security officer. Shields 
is the cousin of First Lady Michelle Obama. 

Other jobs will only be interimpositions, accord- 
ing to district spokeswoman Monique Bond.

The U.S. Postal Service announced Tuesday that, after more than a decade of 
trying to sell the 3-million-square-foot former Chicago facility that spans the 
Eisenhower Expressway through conventional channels, it has decided to auc- 
tion it to the highest bidder. 

While the suggested opening bid is $300,000, there is no minimum bid, and 
the facility could go for less, said Postal Service spokesman Mark Reynolds. 

Two years ago, the city gave initial approval to a $300 million plan from 
investment firm Walton Street Capital to develop the complex into condos, 
offices and a hotel. However, the Postal Service was unable to finalize a deal, 
Reynolds said. 

Going forward, any buyer’s plans will have to contend with a difficult com- 
mercial lending environment. “We’re not in the real estate business,” Reynolds 
said. “We’re not the persons to say what the obstacles to developing it might 
be. Obviously there’s a lot of unique logistics, not to mention a freeway run- 
ning through it.”

Sotomayor’s confirmation 
hearings to begin July 13 


WASHINGTON Senate Judiciary Committee 
Chairman Patrick Leahy announced 
Tuesday that confirmation hearings for 
Supreme Court nominee Sonia Sotomayor will 
convene on July 13, earlier than Republicans 
wanted. 

Leahy said the date presents a “reasonable 
schedule” that would give members of the com- 
mittee several more weeks to prepare. 

President Obama has urged the Senate to 
vote on confirming Sotomayor to the high 
court before it leaves for a congressional recess 
in August. Republicans have pressed for more 


time to consider the nomination. 

But Leahy (D-Vt.) said there was “no reason 
to unduly delay consideration of this well-quali- 
fied nominee. She deserves the opportunity to 
go before the public and speak of her record.” 
He said that as a judge, she will be able to speak 
publicly about her record only when the hear- 
ings convene. 

There was no immediate response from the 
GOP on Leahy’s announcement, which came 
after several days of private haggling with Sen. 
Jeff Sessions of Alabama, the top Judiciary 
Republican, on a hearing date. 


Leahy said he had informed Obama by tele- 
phone about his plans and that the president 
“seemed pleased with the date I set.” 

The schedule should allow for a vote on con- 
firming Sotomayor before the August break, 
Leahy said, “unless people put unnecessary 
delays” on the nomination. 

Speaking of breaks, she’ll likely be limping 
through most of her confirmation process; 
Sotomayor broke her ankle Monday at a New 
York airport. She said she would be in the hard 
cast for three weeks and a lighter one for three 
weeks after that.

Like a kid zig-zagging over rocks 
scattered in a pond, the rapper (real 
name: Regan Farquhar) leaps across 
topics with such rapid fury it’s as if he 
doesn’t want to leave anything out. 

On “Jhelli Beam,” Busdriver’s crazy, 
quick verses sprint from inside-out 
humor to social criticism alongside 
challenging beats that reward 
repeated listens. Lead single “Me Time 
(with the Pulmonary Palimpsest)” 
skips along Mozart’s Sonata in A 
Major with a flow that works so well 
you’ll be dying to play it for classical 
fans who hate rap. Exciting, odd stuff. 


Mos Def 

“ The Ecstatic ” 

(Downtown Records) 

In the years since 1999’s extraordinary 
“Black on Both Sides,” Mos Def (“Next Day 
Air”) has given people little reason to follow 
his music career, releasing a disappointing follow-up (2004’s “The 
New Danger”) and a lazy, impersonal third disc (2006’s “True 
Magic”) blatantly created just to satisfy a Geffen contractual 
obligation. Rest easy: Mos’ diverse fourth disc combines the 
rapper’s previous ambition with a recaptured sense that he 
actually, you know, cares what his albums sound like. 

He flexes his MC skills like he hasn’t in years, 
from the Middle Eastern-flavored opener 
“Supermagic” to the old-school closer “Casa 
Bey,” while showcasing his just-OK singing 
voice periodically (“No Hay Nada Mas”) 
and getting a solid assist from his Black 
Star colleague Talib Kweli on “History.” 
“Ecstatic” isn’t as tight as “Black,” but it’s 
still the timely, intelligent, head-nodding 
disc Mos Def fans have been anticipating 
for a decade.

Intelligent dance music is a rare 
thing. But Canada’s Metric does it 
consistently 

Fronted by poetic siren and 
keyboardist Emily Haines and but- 
tressed by a smoking rhythm section 
comprising guitarist Jimmy Shaw, bassist 
Josh Winstead and drummer Joules Scott- 
Key the Toronto-based standout released 
early body-rocking, brain-teasing efforts 
like “Grow Up and Blow Away” and “Old 
World Underground, Where Are You 
Now” before turning loose 2005’s raucous 
“Live it Out.” We caught up with Haines 
to chat about the band’s latest, most acces 
sible effort, “Fantasies.” 


This album rocks less than “Live it Out/' 
but it’s dreamy music with a fair amount 
of nightmare. 

For me, the word “fantasy” is inherently 
sinister. It is a blissful dreaming of magical 
worlds, but it’s also {bleeping} terrifying 
reality You know you are not going to get a 
Metric record without a dark undertone. 

There’s plenty of sexual darkness in songs 
like “Gold Guns Girls” and “Stadium Love.” 

It’s scary the lengths that we have to go 
today to literally get off, to be stimulated,

to be affected or turned 
on. There are sexual 
references in those songs, 
but I hope they are obvi- 
ous on a larger scale. It 
is a sad state to find 
yourself in when you 
become immune to simple pleasures, 
when you’re a ravenous consumption 
drone, whether of sex, culture or the 
illegal acquisition of foreign countries. 
The idea of being creatively insatiable in 
your work is a good one. 

You took a long sabbatical between “Live 
it Out” and this album. 

I needed to make a move because I had 
painted myself into a corner. So I chose 
a place, Buenos Aires, that sounded cool, 
where no one knew me or the band or 
cared who we were. I didn’t know Spanish 
or anything. I decided to go there by 
looking up rooms with pianos for rent on 
Google. Up to the last day, it was going to 
be Buenos Aires, Northern California or 
London, but I found an apartment with a 
Steinway in Buenos Aires, which was the 
most beautiful place I’ve ever [bleeping] 
seen. So I went into hiding.

Lambert 
lays it out 

Idol’ finalist opens up about his personal life 
in much-hyped Rolling Stone interview

“American Idol” runner-tip Adam I^amberr 
has landed the cover o f Rolling Stone maga- 
zine, where he talks about sex, drugs and his 
“Idol” experiences. 

The zy-y ear-old singer from San Diego 
acknowledges in an interview that he’s gay, 
and says it shouldn’t come as a surprise to 
anyone. 

“I’m proud of my sexuality,” lie says. “1 
embrace ir. It’s just another part of me, s 

Lambert says he was inspired to audition 
for the Fox network singing competition 
after having a "psychedelic experience” at 
the Burning Man festival in Nevada, There, 
he says, he experimented with “certain fun- 
guses.” 

“I knew that it was my only shot to he taken 
seriously in the recording industry because 
it’s fast and broad ” he says of “Idol,” 

I^ambert emerged as an early front-runner 
and judge favorite, thanks in part to his soar- 
ing vocal range. 

When he moved into the show’s Bel- Air 
mansion with the other finalists, he roomed 
with Kris Allen, who won the “Idol” title over 
Lambert last month, 

“I was like, 'Oh, [bleep], they put me with 
the cute guy’ ” Lambert says. “Distracting! 
I le’s the one guy that I found attractive in the 
whole group on the show: nice, nonchalant, 
pretty and totally my type — except that he has 
a wife, I mean, he’s open-minded and liberal, 
but he’s definitely ioo percent straight.” 

According to Rolling Stone, Lambert was 
open about his sexuality backstage at “Idol.” 
In March, photos surfaced online of Lambert 
kissing his ex-boyfriend. 


“Going into 'Idol/ 1 assumed, ‘OK, 
people are going to talk ,’ n he says, “I 
mean. I’ve been living in Los Angeles 
for eight years as a gay man, I’ve been 
at clubs making out with somebody 
in the comer. But photographic evi- 
dence? Didn't count on that. Wasn’t 
ready for that.” 

He says he worried that a public 
announcement would overshadow his 
singing, so he decided not to respond 
and largely kept his personal life under 
wraps on the show. 

*Tm an entertainer ; and who 
iam and what I do in my 
personal life is a separate 
thing,” he says, 'it shouldn’t 
matter. Except it does. Its really 
confusing ” 

Lambert says he isn’t interested in being 
the poster child lor gay rights. “I’m trying 
to be a singer, not a civil-rights leader,” 

He also reveals that he began smoking 
pot and tried Ecstasy for the first time 
while performing in a European produc- 
tion of “Hair” in his early twenties. 

“I’ve finally checked in to my self- 
worth for the first rime in my life, and 
the fact that it has coincided with ‘Idof 
is so sweet; ” he says. “I mean, I still have 
moments where I think, ‘Oh, my skin 
is terrible, and Pm a little Cat, I should 
really go to the gym more.’ Bur for the 
most part, when I look in the mirror now, 

I finally sec someone who can do some- 
thing cool.”
